12. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money, not to exceed four hun- 
dred dollars ($400) to be expended under direction of 
the State Forester, for preventing the spread of the 
disease commonly known as “White Pine Blister

thereto. 

To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire, on notes of the town, a sum of 
money necessary for current expenses in anticipation 
of taxes of 1927, and pass any other vote or votes rel- 
ative thereto.

Health work in the schools has continued under 
the direction of Miss Cordelia Davidson, whose report 
will follow. In this work we are again being assisted 
by Mr. Charles Swain of the County Y. M.C. A. Again 
I wish to thank this worthy organization for this as- 
sistance. 


A movement, begun by the teachers, is well under 
way to provide playground equipment for the pupils at 
Milton Mills. Some of this equipment will be ready 
for use in the spring. This is a move in the right 
direction. Playground equipment is needed at all the 
schools. I wish that in some way it might be provided. 


In spite of the fact that the schools at Milton Mills 
were closed from December 18 to February 8 last year 
because of an epidemic of measles; by cutting out va- 
cations, by running sessions on Saturdays of alternate 
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weeks, and by extending the spring term to June 30, 
all lost time was made up and a full year of thirty-six 
weeks was completed. 


NUTE HIGH SCHOOL 


At the close of the year last June three teachers 
ended their services in this school. Mr. Ralph G. Reed 
of Bates, Miss Ruth A. Southwirk of Bates, and Miss 
Bertha M. Hill of the University of New Hampshire 
were engaged to fill the vacancies. 

The numker of pupils in the high school is larger 
this year than it has been for at least five or six years. 
The experiment of paying a part of the cost of trans- 
portation to the high school seems to have been very 
beneficial] in building up the numbers. 

Work under the new management is progressing 
satisfactorily. Extra-curricula activities are being en- 
couraged under proper restrictions. The organization 
of a school orchestra is to be commended.

REPORT OF HEADMASTER OF NUTE 
HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Trustees of Nute High School: 


I submit, herewith, for your consideration my first 
annual report as headmaster of Nute High School. 

The school year opened on September 7. During 
the year thus far we have had enrolled seventy-five 
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different pupils. Our present enrollment is sixty-six, 

thirty-four boys and thirty-two girls. Approximately 

one-third of the pupils registered are tuition scholars. 
The enrollment by classes is as follows: 


, Seniors, 9 
Juniors, 24 
Sophomores, 10 
Freshmen, 23 


Fourteen pupils are pursuing the college prepara- 
tory course and the remainder are studying the sub- 
jects in the so-called general business course. The 
branches taught in these two curricula have have not 
been changed from the preceding year. 

Eighteen pupils have not missed any school ses- 
sion the present year and we feel justly proud of our 
attendance average. of approximately 97.5% to date. 

There are seventeen more pupils registered at this 
time than there were at the close of the school year, 
1926-27. Some of the classes are two and three times 
as large as those of last year, thereby making the ex- 
pense for text books much larger this year. 

Realizing the value of musical training in the 
schools, arrangements were made early in the year for 
devoting one period per week in general assembly to 
the study of music. A seven piece school orchestra 
has been organized which furnishes the music for our 
weekly assemblies and has made one appearance be- 
fore the public. This orchestra is certainly a valuable 
asset to the school. Vocal music will be studied with 
the object in view of forming a school chorus.
